9 A Proclamation to reſtraine the Kings Subiects 


from departing out of the Realme without licence. 


A Hereas it is one of theprincipall duties of all Our Subiects, to attend 


at all times the ſeruice and defence of their King and natineCountrey, 

either within the Realme, oz without, when they ſhall be thereunto re- 

/ 31 quired: And kozeſceing in Our Pꝛincelp pꝛouidente what danger might 

enſue to this State, if Our Subiects might at their pleaſure paſſe and 

depart out of this Realme, into the Kingdomes , Countreys, and 

Domintons of fozratneKingso2 States: Foz pꝛeuention whereof, we 

haue thought fit to publiſh Pur Royall wil and commandement in that 

behalfe; And doe therefoze herebp, ſtraitly pzohibite and fozbid all 

Our Subiects of this Pur Realme, oz of any of the Dominions of the 

ſame, ofwhateſtate oꝛ degree ſoeuer they be, that they oz any of them 

(other then Souldiers, Mariners Merchants, and their Factozs, and Appzentices) ſhall not 

at any time hereafter, without the ſpectall licence of Us, oꝛ of fir, o2 moze of Dur P2tinte Conneill, 

bnder their hands ( whereof one of Our pzincipall Secretaries to be one) paſſe o2 depart out of 

this Pur Realme of England, oz any of the Dominions thercof, into the Kingdomes , Coun⸗ 

kreps, Territoztes, o2 Dominions of any fozraine King, Pzince, State, oz Potentate, vponſuch coz- 

poꝛall, and other great and heauie paines and penalties , as by the Lawes oz Statutes of this 

Realme map be (nflicted vpon them. And We doe hereby alſo require and command all Our Dfft- 

ters and Miniſters in Our lenerall Poꝛts of this Nealme; that hereafter they ſuffernone of our ſaid 

Subiects to palle without ſuch licente; And that no Owners, Maſters, oz Mariners of any ſhips oz 

veſſels, doe from hentefoꝛth carry. oꝛ tranſpoꝛt beyond the Seas, any perlon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, 

without ſuch licence ſo obtained from Us, oꝛ ſuch fir, o2 moꝛe ot Dur Pꝛiuy Countill; and the ſame 

firſt ſhewed, and duely entred with the Officer of the Poꝛt, from whence ſuch perſon is to paſſe, vp⸗ 

on paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch fozfeitures, and loſſe of Offite, ſhip oꝛ veſſell, and other 

penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Our Realme are oꝛdained and pzoutded in that 

behalfe. Pꝛouided alwayes, that if any ſuch Souldiers, Mariners, Merchants, oz their Factozs 

and Appzentices,as are herein excepted and pernntted to paſſe without licence, doe after their depar- 

ture out of this Realme, tommit, attempt, oꝛ aſſent to any act, denice, plot, o2 thing againſt Us, 

oꝛ any Dur Kingdomes oꝛ Domintons, o2 againſt any of Dur Lawes oz Statutes: That euerp 

ſuch perlon ſo offending, ſhallloſe the benefit of the ſatderception, and ſhall to all intents and purpo⸗ 

ſes betakenandadiudged to be, as one that maltcioufly and contemptuouſly paſſeth oꝛ departeth 
out ofthis Realme contrary to the tenour and effect of theſe pꝛeſents.
